"There are some things that are 


being said that I hope jou will not 
believe," the president declared. "It 
is being said among other things that 
th's agitation for preparedness for 
national defense comes chiefly from 
those who are interested in suuulvmg 
the government with the munitions 
of war and from those who are in- 
terested in supplying it with 'arma- 
ment. 


"Gentlemen, do,not allow 
your- 


selves to be misled by statements of 
that sort. 
Anything that the 
gov- 


ernment does somebody is going to 
make money out of, but the impulse^ 
for this thing does not come from 
these quarters. The impulse comes 
from men disinterested, 
men 
who 


know the actual 
circumstances 
ot 


the country and who know that these 
things are immediately necessary. 


"I, for my part, have all along ad- 


vocated a'nd always shall ad\ocate 
that the government as lar as possi- 
ble shall manufacture these things 
for itself, in order that any rate it 
may control the 
prices 
at 
which 


these articles will be sold to the gov- 
ernment. 
If it is necessary to pio- 


tect ourselves 
against 
those 
who 


would make money out of the 
ne- 


cessities of the nation there are ade- 
quate means of defending ourselves 
and we will use these means. But I 
don't believe the impulse comes trom 
those quarters. I don't believe that 
in those quarters there is patriotism 
lacking, any more than there is pat- 
riotism lacking in other quarters"

his private car at Racine, Wis.. half 
an hour before he reached this city 


He came here to speak for nation- 


al preparedness at the auditorium at 
2:30 p. m. today.

Bryan of the Charleston navy yard 
said the submarines K-l, K-2, and 
K-6 were anchored off Cape Romame

All the boats of the K-class, offi- 


cials said, nave thoroughly demon- 
strated themselves to be seaworthy 
and efficient. 
Those on the Atlantic 


coast went to Kev West fiom New 
Vork, without difficulty last winter 
for maneuvois and were making the 
same trip when the K-.~> disappeaied 
Sunday 


It was pointed out by the vessels 


sent out 111 search for the K-.5 it 
might easily be reached by wireless 
it it were afloat, but that the sub- 
maiine would be unable to acknow- 
ledge and message be>ond a distance 
of fifty miles. 


The submarine did not respond to 


wireless calls and this led marine 
men to express fears that the boat 
had suffered at leagt an accident to 
her wireless apparaws 
A heavy fog 


hung over the coast between here 
and Cape Romain, foity miles north, 
where the K-5 last was sighted, and 
this made more difficult the task ot 
the searchers 


The K-5 with three other subma- 


rines of the same type as the K-l, 
K-2 and K-G, convoyed by the sub- 
maime tender Tallahassee, left New 
York January 27, enroute lor Key 
West, Fla., for maneuvers in south- 
ern waters. The Tallahas&ee and the 
other three submarines arrived oft 
Charleston bar last night, out were 
prevented from entering the harbor 
by the fog. 


Arrival of the flotilla and its con- 


voy was followed by the Tallahassee's 
wireless report to Washington navy 
officials that the K-5 was missing 


Efforts to ascertain from officials 


of the Charleston navy yard if they 
knew whether or not the K-5 had 
suffered an accident proved tutile, 
all inquirers being lefened to Wash- 
ington. 


The K-5 was said to have aboard a 


crew of from six to eight men. 


No word had been icceived up to 


9 a. m. today from submarine K-5, 
or from the vessels wnich aie search- 
ing for her, according to navy yard 
officials.

Miners Refuse to Exclude 


National Guardsmen from 


Membership in Their Unions

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. !51.—After 


a long and earnest discussion the 
United Mine Workers of America in 
convention here defeated a resolution 
to amend the constitution of the or- 
ganization so as to exclude trom its 
membership national guardsmen and 
the state constabulary. 


Every member of the union from 


President John P White down who j 
spoke on the question denounced the 
use of the national guard in strikes, 
but the majority contended that de- 
spite their feeling of enmity toward 
the militia, it would be a violation of 
state and federal 
laws 
and 
also 


against public policy to exclude them 
from membership. 


The argument was made that there 


is no opposition to the military for 
legitimate purposes, but there 
was 


serious objection 
to 
the national 


guard being used for the purposes of 
breaking strikes. 


Former 
State 
Senator William 


Green, of Ohio, secretary of the Mine 
Workers' international organization, 
said that instead of excluding the 
militia 
from 
membership in 
the 


union, the organization should go in- 
to all states and have laws passed 
prohibiting the national guard from 
interfering in strikes as strike break- 
ers. 


Those who favored the exclusion of 


the guard gave instances of alleged 
abuses committed by militiamen. 


Consideration of a resolution to 


bar militiamen and those identified 
with state constabularies such as that 
in Pennslvania, was the most impor- 
tant matter before the convention. 


One of the chief arguments against 


its adoption is that 
such 
action 


would be contrary to the laws of sev- 
oral states and possibly of the United 
States.

At one time he was super- 
intendent of the Athens State Hos- 
pital and has had extensive exper- 
ience m institutions 
devoted 
to 


mental diseases both in this country 
and Europe. He holds four degrees 
from medical colleges. 
Dr. Rorick 


was graduated originally from the 
medical college of the University of. 
Michigan and later from the Detroit 
Medical college. He studied problems 
of institutional management at the 
University of Alabama and the New- 
York polyclinic school. 
Later 
he 


went to the University of Edinburgh, 
and was connected with hospitals for 
insane in London. 
About 10 years 


ago he became superintendent ot the 
state hospital at Athens and later 
was connected with the state school _ ^ 
for feeble-minded at Columbus. H» 
is about 50 years of age and is re- 
tired from active practice. 


The appointment of 
Dr. 
Rorick 


was a surprise in political circles. 
Although he had made one trip to 
Columbus to confer with Governor 
Willis, it was understood he was not 
considered as strongly as Dr. Rob- 
bins of Chillicothe or Newton M. Mil. 
ler of Columbus. 
His selection will 


be received with special favor, it is 
expected, by the medical profession 
and others who always have insisted 
that one member of the hoard of ad- 
ministration should be a practical 
physician. 


Dr. Rorick will come to Columbus! 


late today and will take his seat as a 
member of the commission tomor- 
row. 


Dr. G. E. Robbins of Chillicothu

This was the last day Dr. Shepherd 


had to serve on the board. He said 
he would remain in Columbus> for a 
few months.

To Make Copper Oxide. 


An excellent way to make copper 


oxide for use in batteries Is aa follows: 
Take a quantity of copper filings or 
fine copper shavings and heat them in 
a cast iron container or in a crucible 
till they are red hot 
Stir them with 


an iron rod, and while still stirring 
sprinkle a little water over the filings 
until they become ocher red. You will 
then have a good quality of copper 
oxide. 


Copper oxide plates may be made as 


follows: Mix the granulated or coarse 
copper oxide with 5 per cent or 10 per 
cent of magnesium chloride and heat 
the heavy mass in forms made of iron 
sheeting, the forms being of the size 
of the wanted plate. 
The more 


chloride of magnesium used the more 
porous the plates will be. The coarser 
the copper oxide the better will be the 
results.—Popular Science Monthly and 
World's Advance. 


The Dog Rose. 


The "dog rose" has provoked as much 


ingenious explanation of its name as 
the "horse chestnut." One solution is 
that the "dog" is really "dagga," a 
dagger, in allusion to the prickles, a 
drawback from which the Alexandra 
Day rose is free. 
Unfortunately for 


this explanation, the flower bears a 
similar name in countries where it will 
not apply. The Germans, for instance, 
have "Hundsrose," and Pliny tells how 
a Roman mother was moved in a dream 
to send some roots of the wild rose to 
her soldier son in Spain. They arrived 
just after he had been bitten by a mad 
dog. He took them and was preserved 
from hydrophobia, as were others who 
adopted the same treatment. And from 
that time the wild rose became the 
"dog rose."—London Chronicle. 


Gates In Norway.

highroads of Norway Is the great num- 
ber of gates—upward of 10,000 in the 
whole country—which have to be open- 
ed. These gates, which either mark 
the boundaries of the farms or sep- 
arate the home fields from the waste 
lands, constitute a considerable incon- 
venience and delay to the traveler, 
who has to stop his vehicle and get 
down to open them.

HAY NOT JOIN IN 


PROPOSED HOSPITAL 


Returning from Newark Saturday 


noon following a conference with 
the commissioners of Muskingum and 
Licking county in reference to the 
proposed 
tuberculosis sanitarium, 


the local commissioners were of the 
opinion that for the present at least 
Coshocton county can not enter into 
the project because of financial con- 
ditions, states the Coshocton Tribune. 
A state ment to this effect was made 
by Commissioner J. H. Elder. 


The plan was to secure a site and 


build a sanitarium for the four coun- 
ties of the district—Perry, Musking- 
um, Licking and Coshocton. From 
the general trend of the conversa- 
tion among the commissioners 
at 


the conference, Mr. Elder declared 
that Licking county appeared to be 
the only county in the district that 
was financially able to go ahead with 
the proposition. 
The commissioners went to 
the 


proposed site near the Black Hand 
cliffs in Licking county and with Dr. 
Robt. G. Patterson of the stale 
board of health and Dr. H. H. Shirer 
of the state board of public charities 
and discussed the matter. 
It was 


estimated that an adequate site could 
be purchased and sanitarium erected 
at an approximate cost of from $30,- 
000 to |35,000. 


The money for the purchasing of 


the site and the erecting of the sani- 
tarium is to be borne jointly by the 
four counties, each contributing ac- 
cording to its tax duplicate. 
Cosh- 


octon county's quota would 
under 


this plan be 16 per cent of the total 
cost, or about f 6600. 


Both Coshocton and Muskingum 


counties are experiencing the finan- 
cial strain resulting from repairing 
damage of the disastrous flood of 
1913.

We* York, Jan. 31.—Yale Univer- 
sity alumni In general and football 
followers in particular, 
are 
confi- 
dently awaiting 
the 
formal 
an- 
nouncement that T. A. D. Jones, has 
been appointed head football 'coach 
for a> term of several years. Ac- 
cordmg to those who have their ear 
to tl|e ground, Jques has been the 
choice of the nominating committee 
from the first moment that it be- 
came apparent Dr. A. L. Sharpe 
could; not be pried away from Cor- 
nell. There was considerable delay, 
however, in reaching the terms ol 
the general agreement, 
which in- 
cluded a radical change in 
many 
minor details of the present 
Yale 
football system. 


It is reported that the committee 
has worked out a system which will 
require the presence of the head 
coach at New Haven for the entire 
scholastic year with close attention 
given to the physical and 
mental 
training of the football 
candidates 
for a similar period. The slump in 
Yale football is laid in part to laxi- 
ty in study and the interference by 
fraternities in athletics. The condi- 
tions will-be remedied with the ad- 
vent of Jones, who will have Mike 
Sweeney as advisor in physical mat- 
ters *nd Walter Camp as mentor in 
such football situations as may re- 
quire 
diplomatic 
and 
strategical 
handling. 
Jones yill return to his Alma Ma- 


ter with an excellent record as foot- 
ball coach at other institutions. Hfs 
first efforts in this direction were at 
Ohio State-College and while he did 
nothing remarkable in the middle 
west he laid the foundation of a sys- 
tem which quickly core fruit, when 
he went to Phillips-Exeter Academy. 
While a student at Yale, Jones was 
'varsity quarterback for three con- 
secutive years and captain 
of the 
Yale baseball team of 1908. Jones 
will have several of his former Exe- 
ter football pupils under his direc- 
tion next fall including Capt. Black, 
providing the latter is able to remove 
the conditions which caused him to 
bp placed on probation some time 
ago.

inspect the facilities offered for the 
holding of an international meet in 
1916. 
There is, of course, no possi- 


bility of the games being held 
in 


Berlin next July as scheduled imme- 
diately after the 1912 meet in Stock- 
holm. Not even the members of the 
committee can forecast what may oc- 
cur during the next two or three 
years. 


At the present time European 
countries have other and more press- 
ing matters than Olympic Games to 
hold their attention.

The new rules also provide for a

Celts Discovered Soap.

After burning these are 
left in the form of carbonate, which a 
heavy shower of rain would dissolve 
into a liquid lye, wanting only the 
grease from an overturned caldron of 
broth to form soap. A dash of natural 
curiosity on the part of the woman 
who cleaned up the mess would reveal 
the cleansing properties of the new 
substance.—London Mail.

Paris, Jan. 31.—.Five 
French 
aeroplanes engaged the Zeppelin, 
which on Saturday night last drop- 
ped bombs on Paris 
killing and 


wounding over two score of per- 
sons, according to an authoritative 
statement just issued. 
The first to 
attack the German raider was a ma- 
chine piloted by a sergeant who was 
occupied in patrolling the upper air. 
He pursued with savage energy the 
statement says but soon 
exhaused 


all his stock of cartridges and was 
obliged to abandon the pursuit. One 
machine armed with cannon manag- 
ed to climb up high enough and op- 
ened an intense fir* on the Zeppelin 
which probably was hit but was not 
damaged. 
The Zeppelin was next picked up 
by a sub-lieuteant, as it flew over 
the suburbs westward. He went to 
within 50 to 100 yards of the air- 
ship and stuck to his quarry with 
grim determination, sometimes fly- 
ing above, sometimes 
below and 


sometimes on a level in order to es- 
cape the fire from the Zeppelin's ma- 
chine guns. For fifty three minutes 
the chase continued the 
machine 
guns being freely used on both sides, 
until finally the aeroplane's engine 
broke down and the sub-lieutenant 
•was obliged to descend. 
Several bombs were 
dropped by 


the Zeppelin which flew over 
the 


outskirts of Paris last night, 
but 


they produced no such deadly effect 
as on the occasion of the raider of 
Saturday night 
Representatives of the Matin who 


visited the scene of the raid say that 
no damage was done by the bombs. 


Little was seen of the Zeppelin on 


account of the weather conditions.

Origin of the Gypsies. 


When file gypsies first appeared in 


England in the fifteenth century the 
name gypsy was given to them by the 
English people, who believed them to 
hare come from Egypt. The French, 
by a similar mistake, called them Bo- 
hemians. But a careful study of this 
race, and especially of their language, 
shows that they came originally from 
India. The gypsy language is derived 
from the Sanskrit, as are the other Ar- 
yan languages of India. A similar error 
was made by the English when they 
called a distinctively American bird a 
turkey, under the impression that it 
was an importation from the Ottoman 
empire, and by the French when they 
called the same bird coq d'Inde, be- 
lieving that it came from India.— 
Christian Herald.
